P arliam en tary leaders wish to dis­ 
cuss this program m e at a public sit­ 
ting before they approach the Sheik 
H Islam on the «mbject, for in the 
popular belief it i3 with this man, 
who lives the secluded life of a m ys­ 
terious, semi-holv character, th a t the 
difficulty lies. 
He is not likely to act 
w ithout giving serious consideration 
to this im p ortan t m atter, taking coun­ 
sel with the principal ulem a and seek­ 
ing the opinion of th e w isest and most 
pow'erful men in the church. 
T he C onstitutionalists do not wish 
to oppose ecclesiastical authority nor 
to u ndertak e the task s of p rogress 
w ithout the support of a m ajority of 
the wise men, and if they strongly 
oppose the abdication of th e sultan it 
would

Mehemmed Rechad Effendi, heir ap­ 
p arent to the throne, who probably 
w'onld bo selected for the ascession, 
has lived practically a prisoner for 
twenty-five years in the large palace 
and gardens not far from the Ylldis 
Kiosk.

on the Dem ocratic side in opposition 
to the pending tariff bill. 
Both the

After he had proceeded w ithout in­ 
terruption for over an hour, several 
senators engaged in colloquies with 
him. 
Referring to Mr. Bailey’s s ta te ­ 
m ent th a t duties of the pending bill 
m ight be lowered 23% per cent, Mr. 
Aldrich asked w hether he supposed 
profits of A m erican industries equalled 
th a t amount. 
Mr. Bailey replied th a t

Senators and deputies who have 
made inquiry among the Ulemas find 
them in different degrees favor abl- 
to the sultan’s removal.

der the ecclesiastical law, by the 
terms of which a decree may be is­ 
sued by the Sheik U1 Islam, the high­ 
est authority of Mohammedanism next 
to the sultan, pronouncing the sultan 
incapable of ruling. 
The grounds upon which the issu­ 
ance of a canonical rescript will be 
demanded are that the sultan’s su­ 
premacy is harmful to the church, 
contrary to the sacred law and unjust

gramme as agreed upon at the caucus 
is that a demand shall be made for 
the abdication of Abdul Hamid simul­ 
taneously from the highest court of 
the church, from the national assem­ 
bly and from the military chiefs. The J 
sultan will be offered a palace and 
liberal allowances. 


W ill Hold Public Sitting. 
Parliamentary leaders wish to dis­ 
cuss this programme at a public sit­ 
ting before they approach the Sheik 
TTI Islam on the subject, for in the 
popular belief It i3 with this man, 
who lives the secluded life of a mys­ 
terious, semi-holy character, that the 
difficulty lies.

# Washington, April 27.—Denouncing 
the principle of a protective tariff as 
unfair in taking money from one man 
to give it to another in order to en­ 
courage him in the pursuit of an oth­ 
erwise unprofitable business, Senator 
Bailey of Texas delivered a set speech 
on the Democratic side in opposition 
lo the pending tariff bill. 
Both the 
floor and the galleries were crowded. 
Mrs. Taft occupied a seat in the presi­ 
dent’s gallery. 
After he had proceeded without in­ 
terruption for over an hour, several 
senators engaged in colloquies with 
him. 
Referring to Mr. Bailey’s state­ 
ment that duties of the pending bill 
might be lowered 33% per cent, Mr. 
Aldrich asked whether he supposed 
profits of American industries equalled 
that amount. 
Mr. Bailey replied that 
in the case of the United States Steel 
corporation he believed they had, and 
he cited the increased capitalization 
of that organization as an evidence of 
enormous 
profit. 
He 
insisted that 
such a lowering of the rate of duty 
would not seriously affect importa­ 
tions because he believed American 
manufacturers would be stimulated 
by I he added foreign competition and 
would continue to supply the mar­ 
kets. 
Mr. Bailey discussed his amend­ 
ment providing for an income tax, 
which was criticised by Mr. Aldrictj 
as tending to reduce protection that 
would be given American labor if it 
should result in a proportionate de­ 
crease of customs duties. 
Mr. Bailey 
favored restriction of immigration as 
a protection to American labor. Mr. 
Aldrich retorted that while Mr. Bailey 
was ready to keep the foreign laborer 
from our shores, he was not adverse 
to allowing the profits of this cheap 
labor to come in competition with 
the product of American workingmen.

Duties will be collected on all arti­ 
cles imported from foreign countries 
at rates named in the senate bill and 
25 per cent additional from countries 
w'hich assess against goods from this 
country rates which are unequal and 
unreciprocal. The established rates 
will continue in effect until March 31. 
1910, and thereafter, unless the presi­ 
dent by proclamation puts into effect 
the additional rate of 25 per cent of 
the established rate. 
This will be 
done only upon the president receiv­ 
ing satisfactory evidence that a for­ 
eign country is discriminating against 
the United Stages. 
The drawback feature of the Ding­ 
e y law will be recommended for en­ 
actment instead of flit provision of 
the Payne bill, which strikes out the 
identification requirement.

Laid to Rest in Evergreen Ceme­

“ A number of officers including Presi­ 
dent Ponsonby, and some of the other 
stockholders of the American Eagle 
Mining company, arc expected to ar­ 
rive from St. 
Paul within the r ext 
week or so, for the purpose of inspect­ 
ing the mine and mill and determining 
upon a plan for the resumption of oper­ 
ations. 
It was their intention to be 
here the first of the present month, but 
business affairs in the east prevented 
their coming. 
“ The development work in the mine 
was kept up until the first of April 
and there is a better showing of good 
grad»- ore there at the present time 
than ever before since the erection of 
mill was undertaken. 
They now 
have a fine looking body of oxidized 
siliceous ore, which appears to be of 
sufficient size to produce about 60 or 
75 tons per day and as it was opened 
up in the main tunnel workings, is so 
situated that it can be run into the mill 
at small expense. 
While the mill was 
in operation, they were working a shale 
and gouge ore, taken from a few feet 
above the quartzite, which was not 
only low in value, but was a most un­ 
satisfactory material to handle in the 
mill. 
It was a constant source of trou­ 
ble in the crusher and feeders and kept 
down the crushing capacity of the mill 
to about fifty per cent of its normal 
size. 
It was also a slime producer of 
unusual proportions and in this particu­ 
lar flooded the plant with a material 
for the proper treatment of which in 
such quantities, they were not prepared. 
With a good supply of dry siliceous ore 
on hand and the necessary repairs made 
in the mill, the company should be able 
to enter upon a successful run when 
operations are again resumed. 
“ The mill itself, is a modern and well 
arranged plant, but it will require 
some additions before it is entirely 
suited for the treatment of the char­ 
acter of ore which it will be called 
upon to handle 
If the shale and gouge 
ores are worked in connection with the 
oxidized siliceous ore, there will be a 
product of fifty per cent slim® and this 
cannot be treated by the present facili­ 
ties for that character of material. 
There is installed in the plant one Burt 
slime filter of fifty tons daily capacity, 
whereas the mill has a crushing ca­ 
pacity of about 300 tons daily. 
Run­ 
ning at its full capacity, it would re­ 
quire two additional Burt slime presses 
and would also need several more slime 
tanks. 
Besides this it will be necessary 
to increase the capacity of the classi- 
fyers. 
The one which has been in use 
has done satisfactory work, but the 
fact that the quantity of slimes pro­ 
duced, was greater than has been ori­ 
ginally figured on, it was crowded be­ 
yond its capacity and consequently did 
not effect a thorough classification. 
The water supply for the mill is ade­ 
quate during most of the year, but 
with a dry summer, it would probably 
be too low after August. 
This, how­ 
ever, can be remedied at a compara­ 
tively small expense, and plans for 
increasing the supply 1 ;■ ve already 
been devised and will probably be car­ 
ried out as soon as arrangem ent are 
completed for resuming operate.i.

Officers and Stockholders of Ameri 
can Eagle Mining Co. to Inspect 
the Mine and Mill 
The Deadwood Daily Pioneer*News 
of April 18th says: 
“ A number of officers including Presi­ 
dent Ponsonby, and some of the other 
stockholders of the American Eagle 
Mining company, arc expected to ar­ 
rive from St. Paul within the next 
week or so, for the purpose of inspect­ 
ing the mine and mill and determining 
upon a plan for the resumption of oper­ 
ations. 
It was their intention to be 
i here the first of the present month, but 
business affairs in the east prevented 
their coming. 
“ The development work in the mine 
was kept up until the first of April 
and there is a better showing of good 
grade ore there at the present time 
than ever before since the erection of 
the mill was undertaken. 
They now 
have a fine looking body of oxidized 
siliceous ore, which appears to be of 
sufficient size to produce about 60 or 
75 tons per day and as it was opened 
up in the main tunnel workings, is so 
situated that it can be run into the mill 
at small expense. 
While the mill was 
in operation, they were working a shale 
and gouge ore, taken from a few feet 
above the quartzite, which was not 
only low in value, hut was a most un­ 
satisfactory material to handle in the 
mill. 
It was a constant source of trou­ 
ble in the crusher and feeders and kept 
down the crushing capacity of the mill 
to about fifty per cent of its normal 
size. 
It was also a slime producer of 
unusual proportions and in this particu­ 
lar flooded the plant with a material 
for the proper treatment of which in 
such quantities, they were not prepared. 
With a good supply of dry siliceous ore 
on hand and the necessary repairs made 
in the mill, the company should be able 
to enter upon a successful run when 
operations are again resumed. 
“The mill itself, is a modern and well 
arranged plant, but it will require 
some additions before it is entirely 
suited for the treatment of the char­ 
acter of ore which it will be called 
upon to handle. If the shale and gouge 
ores are worked in connection with the 
oxidized siliceous ore, there will be a 
product of fifty per cent slime and this 
cannot be treated by the present facili­ 
ties for that character of material. 
There is installed in the plant one Burt 
slime filter of fifty tons daily capacity, 
whereas the mill has a crushing ca­ 
pacity of about 300 tons daily. 
Run­ 
ning at its full capacity, it would re­ 
quire two additional Burt slime presses 
and would also need several more slime 
tanks. 
Besides this it will be necessary 
to increase the capacity of the classi­ 
fy ers. 
The one which has been in use 
has done satisfactory work, but the 
fact that the quantity of slimes pro­ 
duced, was greater than has been ori­ 
ginally figured on, it was crowded be­ 
yond its capacity and consequently did 
not effect a thorough classification. 
The water supply for the mill is ade­ 
quate during most of the year, but 
with a dry summer, it would probably 
be too low after August. 
This, how­ 
ever, can be remedied at a compara­ 
tively small expense, and plans for 
increasing the supply rave already 
been devised and will probably be car­ 
ried out as soon as arrangements are 
completed for resuming operation.. ’’

Device, First Time Used In the United 
Stales, 
Is 
Expected 
to 
Open 
New 
Field In Operations For Tuberculosis 
and Other Pulmonary Troubles. 


The first operation in the United 
Rimes upen a human being in which 
the cavity of the thorax was opened 
while the lungs were indated from a 
chamber containing air at a greater 
pressure than that of the atmosphere 
was performed recently at the Ger­ 
man hospital, Seventy-seventh street 
and Park avenue. New* York, by Dr. 
(W 1 ly Meyer. 
That institution has 
been the first hospital to !>e equipped 
With the new positive air pressure ap­ 
paratus. 
The operation upon a little 
boy for empyema thns far is deemed 
to have been successful. 
The pa­ 
tient’s condition lias been satisfactory 
since the operation. 
It is believed that the use of this 
apparatus will open up a wide field in 
surgery of the thorax. 
Up to this 
time many operations in the thorax 
have been difficult to perform and oth­ 
ers impossible, owing to the fact that 
as soon as the cavity of the thorns 
was opened the atmospheric pressure 
collapsed 
the 
lungs and 
breathing 
stopped. 
The apparatus used, which is after 
J the models of Professor Rauerbruch 
■ to a degree, consists of two chambers 
J with a door between the chambers 
I and a door from the smaller chamber 
j to tbe outer air. The chambers ure 
1 lined with rubber. 
To them run air 
| pi|K*s and valves from a compressor 
run by a motor, 
j 
The operating table is arrange«! ho 
i that the patient lies outside the main 
chamber with Ids bead within it. Rub­ 
ber about the neck of the patient 
keeps the air within the chamber from 
escaping. 
The front of tlie larger 
chamber Is of glass, which allows the 
surgeons to see within it. 
Within the 
larger chamber when an operation is 
performed are two anaesthetists, who 
administer the ether. 
The smaller 
chamber 
Is 
for 
t hoi r 
convenience. 
'I'll«* air pressure within it is the same 
as that within the larger chamber and 
permits them to leave the patient and 
return without changing tho pressure. 
In the operation at the German hos­ 
pital t he pressure was increased very 
gradually until it was deemed at thr 
proper degree for t ho operation. Then 
the cavity of the thorax was opened. 
While the lungs were inflated and res­ 
piration was going 011 from the com­ 
pressed air chamber l>r. Meyer and his 
assistants were working in the open 
air. 
After the cavity of the thorax 
had been opened it was found that ouc 
lung was compressed. 
With the re­ 
moval of the matter which was the ob­ 
ject of the operation the lung expand­ 
ed at once and Its use in respiration 
returned. 
This, it was said, was unusual, for 
without the use of the positive pres­ 
sure :.. 1 ■:. . . : . • it would have been 
weeks or months Is*fop* lit? lung would 
have dilated sufficiently. 
In this way 
n gain was made In the convalescence 
of the patient. 
It was said that ihe 
little boy recently operated on would 
be out in less than a month. 
The positive air pressure apparatus 
and Its methods will be applied in tin- 
near future to other operations in 
which tlie thoracic cavity is opened 
For Instance, there is carcinoma of the 
oesophagus. 
Prior to the existence of the positive 
air pressure apparatus tt was impossl 
ble to operate for this disease. 
The 
operation, however, to relieve this Inm 
been performed successfully in Europe 
with the use of the apparatus. 
It was 
thought, too, that the new apparatus 
might lead to important results in tu 
berculosia. 
It was said that certain 
parts of the lungs could be cut away, 
since the apparatus would keep the 
lungs inflated with every respiration 
while the surgeons worked in ordinary 
atmospheric pressure.
